There are two waya in which fish 


could have leached this

perfectly natural causes according to 
geological reports 


First, it if stated that at a former 


period the Truckee river once 
ran 


out through Sierra Valley and 
its 


\vateis reached the Pacific through the 
same courses as the Feather and Sac- 
ramento rivers 
The Truckee Valley 


and Sierra Valley were 
connected. 


They were formed by the upheaval 
which made the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains 
In this region the uplifted land 


•ose in two ridges forming a valley be- 
ween them, the Truckee and Sierra 
Valleys and the superfluities of this 
aasin found a way out to the Pacific 
n a stream probably somewhat in the 
course of the Feather river and Sac- 
ramento, the latter, however, at that 
time emptied into the ocean at Mon 
terey Bay instead of where it has its 
present mouth. Thus it can be easily 
seen how fish could have come here 
from the ocean. Later upheavals, per- 
haps, when the more recently formed 
volcanic peaks rose up and Castle 
Peak in particular, the Truckee Val- 
ley TAOS separated from Sierra Valley 
and its waters diverted into a new
